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BAPTISM FOR THE DEAD.

N enquirer asks the Christian Union: “Can you give me any light on the’ 
reference in 1 Cor. xv, 29, to being “ baptized for the dead?” 

To which the answer is given that | 

** Scholars differ; some suppose that it refers to the heathen offering themselves in 
baptism on account of the triumphant deaths, which they had seen, of unbelievers: The 
phrase then would read, What shall they do which are baptized because of the dead? 
Others suppese that it is a reference to a custom which certainly existed at a very early 
age in the church, of baptizing the living in lieu of the dead.” 8 

How much light” is there in this reply! Just about as much as is usually 
shed by modern di vines“ upon any subject of theological discussion. They 
can tell what scholars think, and give the drift of learned opinions, but have 
nothing to offer which will satisfy the mind eager after knowledge. How 
much better off is the i inquirer who propounded the above question since he 
has received the reply? He is treated to a sophistical rendering of the text 
to further puzzle him as to its true meaning, and give him a chance, if he 
desires, like many orthodox preachers, to wiggle out of the plain and simple 
conclusion to which that Scripture leads, but which is contrary to the teach- 
ings of all the sects. 

There is one valuable admission in the response, that is the acknowledg- 
ment of the fact that in the early Christian Church a “custom” certainly 
existed “ of baptizing the living for the dead.” This is qualified, mong ty 
an after expression to the effect that | 

Paul's reference does not involve any commendation of this custem.” — ** 

This usage of the Church at a very early age” whteh te hete Qvabuinated: 
a “custom,” is of too much importance to be dismissed with such a title. 
The Apostles of Jesus Christ were not commissioned to go to all the world 
and establish “customs,” but to preach the Gospel, baptize believers in the 
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way appointed and shown forth in the pattern set by the Savior Himself, and 
to teach all things whatsoever He had commanded them. Jesus did not 
presume to teach any doctrine of His own, but only set forth those things 
which He had received of tae Father. He did not come to dally with customs, 
and the Comforter which came to the Faxing in His stead was to guide them 
into “all truth.” 

The ordinances of the Gospel taught “te Christ and His ‘agentes were none 
of them mere customs, but essential observances established in the Church 
undér divine commandment. They were not to be neglected or changed or 
discontinued. They were not to be left to the option or opinions of men, but 
were given for fixed purposes and to be administered according to specified 
instructions. 

| Baptism for the dead, alluded to by the Apostle Paul, as a support to his 
argument in favor of the resurrection of the body, was an ordinance in the 
early Christian Church. The Christian Union admits as much. Now is it 
not likely that the doctrine aud ordinances of the Gospel as revealed by Jesus 
Christ were more apt to be correctly taught and attended to then than at a 
subsequent time, after errors had crept in and the people had turned away 
their ears from the truth and were turned unto fables, and had “ heaped 
unto themselves teachers having itching ears?” 

If baptism for the dead was correct then, it is correct now. But who in 
the whole Ohristian“ world knows anything about it to-day? The popular 
preachers of all the sects repudiate. the doctrine and strive to get away from 
the text quoted above by just such sopbisms as the Christian Union suggests 
a6 & rendering of some scholars But the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints is in possession of definite and practical information concerning 
it. Nut through their scholarship or any great wisdom ‘of their own, but by 
the revelations of God in the present age. 

In fulfillment of the prophecy of Malachi of ‘old, Elijah the Prophet 
appeared to J oseph Smith, the Prophet, in the Kirtland Temple, bearing the 
keys of the turning of “the hearts of the fathers to the children and the 
hearts of the children to the fathers,” which include the baptism for the’ 

The great Prophet of the nineteenth century thus learned the true 

nature of.the doctrine and ordinance, its place and mode of administration, 

‘the benefits to be derived by the departed from the ministrations of their 

living, relatives in the Church of Christ, and many things of eternal moment 

in regard to the redemption of the dead, which we have not space to men- 
tion. 

It is on this account that temples are being reared in these mountain val- 
leys, in which the living may officiate for the dead in those ordinances which 
belong to the flesh and cannot be observed in the spirit world, and are yet 

-essential parts of the plan of salvation. The, matter is not left to conjecture, 
nor contingent upon learned or unlearned opinion. It is definite and sure 
asthe rock of eternal ages and the works of the Saints in the holy places 
prepared, as saviors upon Mount Zion, reach within the vail, connect the living 
with the dead, that the fathers who. without us cannot be made perfect may 
gain the benefits of the Gospel, be judged according to men in the flesh 
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and‘live according to God in the Spirit.“ It is one of the most glorious doc- 
trines over revealed to man, and opens up the plan of human redemption 
with such a flood of joyful effalgence as to fill the heart with ee 
News.

Darin the French revolution there were some noble examples of womanly 
courage and fidelity. The Princess Lambella, after witnessing the prepara- 
tions for her execution, was dragged by the hair of her head into the court 
before the bloody tribunal, and there answered all the questions put to her ! 
with firmness, She was charged with certain erimes, all of which she denied. ‘= 
Being in a short time condemned without proof of guilt, she was taken to _ 
the place of execution, and by the side of a pile of dead bodies she was asked 
to kneel down and ask pardon of the nation. Firmly she replied, “I have 
not injured the nation, and will not ask pardon of you who dare to call your- 
selves the nation.” “ Your release is the price of your obedience,” was then 
told her, but she replied: “I expect no favor from ruffians!” Once more 

came the order, Obey, kneel down and ask pardon if you wish to live!” 
“No! I will ask no favor from you!” replied the noble lady. Kneel down 
and ask pardon! !” was re-echoed by a thousand voices, but in vain; she re- 
— enperior to fear. Being seized by the arms, she exclaimed: “Go on, 
ruffians, I will ask no pardon!” Enraged by her firmness; the fellows rushed 
upon her with drawn swords, lay open her body, cut off her head, took out 
her heart and bit it with their teeth. Her body was stripped and exposed to 
thé populace of Paris. - This-lady was a person of the most amiable manners 
and benevolent heart, faithful to her friends and kind and liberal to all. 

‘Mile. Servan, a lovely young woman, about eighteen years of age, was 
exeeuted because she would not discover the retreat of her father. What!” 
said she, nobly, to the democratic committes, “ What! betray my —

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Turning from the sanguinary scenes of the French Revolution, we glance: 
at Longfellow’s “Evangeline,” the story that breathes a lifelong tale of 
womanly love, fortitude and constancy, only ending with death. 

We, as Englishmen, are apt to look at the institutions of America as ine 
capable of the persecution and cruel bigotry that disgrace the old Catholic. 
nations of Europe, and, since the emancipation of the Negro, to imagine the 
term American Republic” as synonymous with liberty and equality; but it 
appears that since every drop of blood drawn by the lash has been repaid by 
the sword of retributive Providence, the “Mormons” have fallen in for a 
large share of the stripes formerly reserved for the backs of the patient and 
long-suffering blacks.

Her name will be honored by a pure and God-fearing 
posterity, while shame and contempt will await her persecutors, and the fair 
fame of Columbia suffers by a deed so contrary to the will and spirit of her 
noble and illustrious founders.

ANOTHER VICTORY FOR THE SAINTS. 
— 


A RECENT telegram from the United States, published in the English papers, 
announces that “In Utah the Mormons have succeeded in all the districts 
but one, owing to the general abstention of the Gentiles.” This means that, 
at the general election for members to the Legislature and for county and 
precinct officers, which was held throughout the Territory on the 6th inst., 
the Saints have been victorious. It also means that the tdserupalous 
schemers who have been striving by all the means in their power, fair and 
foul, lawful and unlawful, to deprive the majority of the people of Utah of 
their rights as citizens, get possession of the offices in the Territory, enrich 
themselves at the public expense, and oppress the Saints, whom they regard 
with the most unrelenting hatred, have been defeated. Just what is meant 
by the single exception that is noted in the dispatch is hard tosay. There 
are election districts in the Territory from which Representatives and Coun- 
cilors to the Legislature are elected, but we do not believe the “ Liberals,” as 
those who are opposed to the Latter-day Saints choose to call themselves, 
have succeeded in electing a single member to the Legislature. They have 
perhaps elected a few precinct officers, and possibly a County officer or two, 
but it is not likely that they have done any more. 
The poet, Burns, has said: 
The best laid schemes of, mice and men 
Gang aft aglee!” 
And though the schemes of the plotters against the Saints of God in this 
instance were so well laid that it was thought they could not fail, the sequel 
has proved that they were about as abortive as any that have been devised 
in the past. When we know the full extent of the efforts that have been put 
forth to defeat the Saints, and the hopes that those efforts have inspired, we 
can imagine how great will be the disappointment at the failure. In the first 
place a law was passed by Congress known as the Edmunds Bill, which dis- 
franchised all polygamists, and provided for the appointment of five Com- 
missioners to superintend the elections in Utah, determine the qualifications 
of voters, issue certificates of election to members of the Legislature, etc 
These Commissioners were appointed without regard to the wishes of the 
people, and the first thing they did (after securing an increase of salary) was 
to revise the lists of registered voters in the Territory, crossing off the name 
of every man who had ever at any time had more than one living and un- 
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divorced wife, and every woman whose husband had ever had more than one 
wife ata time, All such were forbidden to vote, without ever having been 
-convicted of, or even indicted for, any crime. The Commissioners then ap- 
pointed registration officers throughout the Territory, who, for the most part, 
“were enemies to the majority of the people. Having purposely failed to call 
an election in August, at the regular time prescribed by law, they have de- 
clared all offices vacant that had been filled by men having more than one 
wife. However, as the law under which they had been elected provided for 
their holding their offices until their successors had been elected and qualified, 
they held on to them in spite of lawsuits and threats, and the appointment 


by the Governor of a host of officers to fill vacancies that only existed in his 


imagination. 
One of the next moves of the Commissioners was for them to assume 


‘judicial functions and decide that the law of the Territory which provides 
for the election of Territorial Treasurer, Auditor, Superintendent of District 
Schools, and Commissioners to locate University Lands is invalid, and that 
‘those offices should be filled by appointment of the Governor “ with the 
assent of the Legislative Council.” And when the question was asked of the 
Commissioners, if voting for these officers at the general election to be held 
the present month would invalidate the votes cast for others, they replied 
‘that it would—that if the people persisted in voting for those officers, they 
would throw out their votes and not count them. In this the Commissioners 
stultified themselves, for last fall they made a ruling quite the reverse of this 
in the case of the election of Hon. John T. Caine to fill the unexpired term 
as Delegate to Congress. In all this the cloven foot” is plainly apparent. 
The people were to be denied the right of electing important officers who 
control public funds, whom they have always elected since the Territory was 
organized, a great number of legal electors were unlawfully debarred from 
the privilege of voting, and with the help of registration and election officers, 
who were enemies to the Latter-day Saints, it was hoped by the sharks who 
are hungry for “Mormon” spoil and impatient for Mermon” subjugation 
that their goal was almost reached. Through the blessing of the Lord, the 
wise counsel of His servants, and the union of the Saints, however, a victory 
at the polls has been gained, and some of the clouds that have tended to 
obscure the horizon of the Saints have been dispersed. The reason assigned 
in the telegram for the success of the Saints is “ the general abstention of the 
‘Gentiles.” In other words, the non Mormons” in the Territory are not 
united in the general plundering scheme concocted against the Saints, for 
some of them are honorable men. They are well satisfied to submit to the 
local rule of the people who have redeemed that country from its former 
Sterile condition, and who have managed its finances so wisely that the 
Territorial, County and City treasuries are free from encumbrances while 
the taxes are lower there than in any other part of the Union. They know 
‘too that Liberal rule means a liberal appropriation by the officers of the 
public funds to their personal use; in fact, the ruin of the Territory. They 
had an example of this a few years ago, when, through fraud, the “ Liberal ” 
candidates were placed in office in Tooele County. The result was the public 
fuads were embezzled, and the County scrip, which before. had been worth 
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its face in 1 ‘became is worthless. But while there i is a lack of. uui ion 
among the non- “ Mormons,” the Saints are becoming more united. ‘ Thsteaa 
of a feeling of apathy prevailing in regard to election matters as ‘formerly, 
when they were cunfident of their strength and thought there was no dauger, 
they are now becoming vigilant. They feel that there is sometbing at stake. 
The recent legislation against.their rights, and the usurpation of power by 
the satraps sent to govern them have aroused them. There is principle in- 
volved. They feel it to be their duty to resist the unconstitutional measures 
that are being forced upon them, not only because their own rights are 
assailed, but because the principles of human freedom and equal rights for 
all are at stake, and it is their duty as loyal citizens of the nation to contend 
for these principles in the interests of all humanity. There is no people on 
the earth so capable of doing this as the Latter-day Saints, for there is no 
other people so united as they are. Other communities are split up into 
factions, and influenced to a great extent by party feeling and personal am- 
bition, while the Saints have no such considerations. They are independent 
of all political parties, and have only their own conscience to satisfy, which 
tells them that the. political liberty and religious freedom guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the country should be enjoyed by all its citizens, without 
regard to party, creed or color. The Saints will coutinue, too, as loyal 
citizens of that government, to contend for the rights of themselves and 
others, and defend and support the Constitution, which they regard as an 
inspired instrument, when political parties will seek to rend it asunder. In 
fact, they will yet prove the saviors of true republican government. 

In the meantime the chunges that are being brought about among the 
Latter-day Saints will tend for good. A great many of those who have stood

TWO WEEKS ON THE BORDERS OF CORNWALL—REMARKABLE SUCCESS IN 
PROSELYTING. 


Elder Charles H. Rhees, writing frum Piymouth, July 21, ieee, says: 


Two weeks ago to-day, Brother Willie and I came to this place, and called upor 
‘Brother Eastman, who has charge of the Branch here, consisting of eight members, him- 
self being the only male. Hahés been d menhoraime two years, and is a good, ener- 
i getic young man. The members are mostly: married women, whose husbands are a0 
much engrossed with the things of this world, that they have not taken time to con- 
‘sider the weightier matters of the kingdom. The evening of our arrival we walked 
about five miles into the country, to Thornbury (Brother Eastman had ‘been out thei 
the Saturday evening before), and ax it was nearly dark, we asked and obtained per. 
inen te bold a meeting at the house of a farmer named Chapple, and while the 
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neighbors were gathering into that good man’s parlor, the good wife se the kitchen 
what appeared to me to be the best bread and butter and sweet milk I ever tasted. 
We afterwards adjourned to the parlor, and the man servant and maid being called in, 
we commenced meeting by singing one of our beautiful hymns. It was agreeable that I. 
should take the lead in speaking, and I was much blessed in doing so for over an hour. 
I was followed by Brothers Eastman and Willie. At the close of the meeting the farmer 
stated that he was quite convinced it was the truth, and wished to be baptized. He 
said there was a well near by that was not used for house purposes, and if that would do. 
he could be baptized forthwith; but as there was a river some distance from the house, 
and as it was near midnight, it was deemed best to wait until morning. So we retired 
to bed, the farmer stating he wished to be called early, as he wanted to be baptized by 
four o’clock in the morning. 

Early in the morning we arose. The farmer, his son and his wife came down, the 
latter saying she had not slept. She had been thinking all night of what she had heard, 
and was quite convinced it was her duty to go and obey it. The son was of the same 
mind, and all three went down to the river and were baptized. On returning to the 
house we confirmed them members of the Church of Jesus Christ, and after partaking of 
breakfast, we left them rejoicing under the influence of the Holy Spirit. We called in, 
as we passed, upon one of the neighbors who had attended the meeting, and she told us 
that in the morning early she got ready and went over to the farm house, intending to go: 
and be baptized, but finding we were gone to the river, she tried to overtake us. After 

‘following the fiver for some distance and not finding us, she returned disappointed. As 
we had appointments to fill in Devonport that day, we promised to return on the mor- 
row, and then proceeded on and held meeting in a hall at that place. On the morrow 
Brother Willie and I returned to Thornbury, and after visiting and talking for a while 
‘among the people, three others went forth and were baptized. One man had been 80 
impressed with the necessity of baptism, that after we left he had gone and immersed. 
himself: but when shown the true order, went forth and obeyed it. We then went to. 
Gunnislake, a small place just over the line into Cornwall. Here resided a family 
Jackman by name—relatives of Elder George C. Parkinson, who paid them a visit just. 
prior to his return home, and was agreeably surprised to find they were one with him in 
the faith of the Gospel, although living away from any Branch of the Church a number 
of years. They had since written to President Green, asking for some Elders to be sent 
that way. On our arrival we found Brother and Sister Jackman had gone on a visit, 
expecting to return that evening, but had left a young woman in charge to make us 
welcome, which she sueceedod in doing, and we in return preached to her the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, and by the time our friends returned, she said she felt it to be her duty to 
go and obey, and went down to the river the same night and was baptized.

n the 17th I returned to Plymouth, and had some hours’ talk with the husband of 
one of the members there, who I hope to lead to the waters of baptiam in the near 
future. On the 18th I returned to Thornbury, and stayed with Brother and Sister 
Chapple, through whose goodness of heart I was enabled to converse with others, some 
at their house, where they would throw in their mite and speak of the goodness of Ged in 
bringing them out of darkness into the marvelous light of His Gospel, while to others I 
was accompanied by their danghter, who was home on a vacation and was pleased to go. 
On the 20th I was made happy in baptizing six others into the Church of our Lord Jesus 
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Christ, which made twelve in Thornbury, seven males and five females, and four at 
Gunislake. On the evening of the 20th, the Saints having met at Brother Chapple’s, 
where the confrmations were to take place, the Spirit of the Lord was with us, and I

Judging frem the condition in 
which many of the tracts are returned to me, I am inclined to think that little, if any, 
use has been made of them. The parties returning them almost invariably remark: 
That's very nice reading matter,’ and when I offer them another they gladly accept it, 
“promising at the same time that they will take good care of it, and keep it clean. 

On my first visit to the north, the next day after you left, I called to see old Mr: 
Lawin, according to your request, and offered him the tract entitled The Latter-day 
Prophet, but as soon as he saw the name of the Prophet,’ his countenance changed, 
and he commenced to use the most abusive language, denouncing Joseph Smith as the 
most wicked of sinners and the vilest of impostors. He would not allow me enough time 
even to bear my testimony to him, but, in his rage, pushed me out of his house, crying, 
Out with you! Out with you! And don't come near my house again with such non- 
“sense?” and slammed the door most violently after me. I then proceeded with my 
Journey in peace, remarking to myself that the old sectarian bottle had exploded, being 
too rotten to contain the new Gospel wine. Further north I met with two others like 
him, who appeared more like crazy men than anything else. They also traduced and 
- vilified the characters of the Prophet Joseph and President Young—one of them remark- 
‘ing that he would kill every * Mormon’ it he had the power. 
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J understand that my mission on this island is not to call the righteous, but sinners 
to repentance;’ this being the case, I will have but little to do here, for nearly all who I 
meet with declare they are saved, and have been washed in the blood of the Lamb.“ 
Yet they cannot ‘eudure’ the sound doctrine’ of baptism for the remission of sins, nor 
the laying on of hands for the reception of the Holy Ghost. Yesterday I delivered a 
tract to an old lady in Surby, and meeting her again later in the day, she solicited a 
conversation with me. She first remarked that she was much pleased with the tract, 
and that it contained correct principles. She then wished to know to what denomina- 
tion I belonged, and on being informed, she shook her head with the most pious horror, 
declaring at the same time, ‘ It is all wrong, master; come and get your tract. I can’t. 
read it,’ and she hurried to her house, brought back the tract, and compelled me to 
receive it. I then bore a powerful testimony to her and left. 

IJ can now understand why the people of this island so bitterly oppose our doctrines— 
especially polygamy. An interview I had with an English lady at Kirk Michael a few 
days since, cast considerable light upon the matter: She said that the Manx girls (and 
the men, also, ef course) were the most sensual of any she had heard of; they thought 
nothing of having two or three children before they marry. She knew one girl in that 
parish who was the mother of ten children, and these she had by different men, and she 
is not married yet. She thought the English girls were bad enough, but they would 
bear no comparison with the Manx in this respect. 

I visited Brown, the editor of the Times, yesterday evening, but could not induce 
him to publish Elder Lambert's letter, which he has now had for some time. He said 
he would not on any account whatever make the Times a medium for ‘Mormonism,’ as 
he considered it nothing but a d— d humbug. I returned the compliment by telling 
him that I could use the same expression concerning bis religion; and after testifying to 
him that our doctrines were both Scriptural and rational, I left him and brought the 
letter with me.

When we arrived on the ground, we found one end of the little square occu- 
pied by another congregation. The leader of this meeting seemed to be familiar with 
our faces, as he warned his listeners against Joseph Smith, Brigham Young, and all 
others who believed in or taught the doctrines advanced by those great Prophets of God; 
but his warning was unheeded, for no sooner had our meeting commenced, than those 
who had been listening to this preacher of false religion came trooping over to our side 
of the square, and respectfully listened to what we had to say about the religion of Jesus 
Christ.

These insults were quietly borne, and the speaker 
finished his remarks by bearing an earnest testimony to the truth of the Gospel and the: 
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divine mission of Joseph Smith. The choir then lifted their voices in songs of praise to 
the Lord, making the sir ring with their music to such an extent, that this emissary of 

Satan, who desired to speak to the people, found that he was baffled by the spirited 
singing of a few Scotch lassies. He stood in the circle for a time trembling with rage, 
‘while a most demoniac smile played upon his features. Finally he rallied, and his next 
attack was made upon me. He confronted me more like a bully than a follower of the 
meek and lowly Jesus, who taught his disciples: ‘ whatsoever ye would that men should 
‘do to you, do ye even so to them.’ He shook his finger under my nose, and repeatedly 
called me a liar, but to no purpose, as the only answer, so far as I was concerned, was a 
émile. He then vented his wrath upon the brethren generally, by calling them all 
swwhoremongers, and finding that here again we would not give railing for railing, as a 
Hast resort he turned upon the sisters, and declared that they were all harlots. Some of 
the females resented this insult, and desired to know how he could prove it. His answer 
to them was, that he know they were harlots, and could prove it from the Bible. At 
this juncture one of the brethren arrived with a policeman, and the offender was given 
inte his custody and taken to jail. He was released, however, on his own recognizance, 
to appear when required. On Friday, the 27th, the case was called up, but the judge 
sitting at the time objected to the way in which the charge was worded, and dismissed 
the proceedings. We were infurmed that another indictment would be made out, and 
we would be called upon to give evidence against the accused; but to-day I was called 
upon by one of the lieutenants, and at his request went with him to see the fiscal. This 
individual said it was not a matter for the police court, and nothing could be done, while 
the lieutenant told me, before our interview with the fiscal, that such cases were of 
daily occurrence in the police court where he was employed. Let us not forget that the 

ties who were insulted and abused in such a shameful manner are ‘ Mormofs,’ and 
that such characters as James Urawford, the person who used his vile tongue to defame 
the followers of Jesus Christ, are upheld and sustained in their miserable and cowardly 
conduct by those who should administer the chastisement so richly deserved. The 

Savior has said; ‘ Ye shall be hated of all men for my name’s sake,’ and thus it is, The 
Saints of.God can rejoice, knowing that the time is fast approaching when such charac- 
ters as the individual here referred to will receive their portion without the gates of the 
beautiful city, where there will be weeping and wailing and gnashing of teeth, and in 
that unhappy multitude James Crawford will be found, if he does not’ speedily repent 
and turn from the commandments of men to those of the living God. 

I might also relate the experience of Brother Wm. White. On Sunday last, while dis- 
itributing tracts, he knocked at the door of one of the bouses where No. 1 tract had been 
left on the previous Sabbath, and was instantly met at the door by a man very much 
excited, who told him if he came back any more he would be thrown down stairs, Broth- 
er White listened quietly to his abuse of the people generally, and himself in particular, 
but all the while continued to ring the door bells and lift No. 1 tract and leave No. 2, the 
man following and trying to persuade the people not to receive the tracts, as the Mor- 
mons’ would give them five or six wives, etc. One woman, with a good supply of common 
sense, nade the reply that she would read fur herself, and then she would ‘ken mair 
aboot’ us. At this logical remark, the man who was going to perform the feat of 
throwing ome of his fellow-men down stairs, returned to his own house, and Brother W. 
went quietly on with his work. The party who was opposed to our distributing tracts 
had written on the inside of the cover of No. 1, which had been left for his perusal, the, 
following message: Bring no more of those blasphemous tracts here; if you do, it will be, 
at the peril of your being baptized with a bucket ofslops.. Ye adulterous, blasphemous 
wretches, too bad for hell, let alone for earth. He aleo quoted Rev. xxii, 18, 19, and 

said: ‘ Surely it shall be so wich Elder Morgan and all his unrighteous crew.’ In various 
places throughout the tract he had written false and insolent comments, and on the last 
page @ verse or two of doggerel. 
have read somewhere that opposition is the life of trade, and I can assure yousthats 
ae are having plenty of opposition at the present time in delivering the message of the 
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Gospel, but it is all in vain. On Sunday, the 29th, I assisted the local brethren in

Everything was done 
for her on board that could be done. I have found it very difficult to make them under- 
stand, but, thank God, I have got along so far very well. Still I would rather take a 
company of a thousand English- speaking people. It has been very lonesome for me, with 
no one to speak to of our faith. We start this evening at 8 o'clock for home—yes, home 
sweet home in the mountains. rr tr people that are called Latter-day Saints 
who dwell there. 


SICKNESS OF ELDER DEWSNUP. 


President Hyrum H. Evans, writing from Sheffield, J uly 20, 1883, says : 


' „The Elders are all well excepting Brother H. Dewsnup, who is in a bad state of 
health.’ Being of a weak constitution, the cold, damp climate of England is having a 
bed effect upon him, and I fear, if he remains long in this ceuntry, it will be our painful 


duty to tecerd the death of one more Elder. He has labored for the past nine monthe 


very diligently; doing all-he could to spread the truth and unite the Saints, and setting 


an example worthy to be imitated. In speakiag to him regarding his condition, he said 


béfore- he would ask to be released, or retum without an honorable one, he would lay 
don his body. He does not know of my intention to inform you of his ill health, but, 
ing his condition, I feel it my duty to de so, and would recommend his release to 
return home, as he has suffered ever since he has been in England, and is getting worse.”
